NEWS  OF  THE  WEEK 


Export  Groups  for  Chemicals. — It  is  understood  that  export 
groups  under  the  Export  Council  will  shortly  be  formed  for 
pharmaceutical  and  heavy  chemicals. 

Shorter  Summer  Hours  Urged  at  Preston. — Preston  chemists 
have  endorsed  a  decision  of  the  Preston  Chamber  of  Trade  to 
recommend  that  shop  hours  remain  as  during  the  winter  except 
for  an  extra  hour's  shopping  on  Saturdays  (7  to  8  p.m.). 

Nutrition  Lecture  at  Cardiff.— At  a  joint  meeting  of  the  food 
group  (nutrition  panel)  of  the  South  Wales  Section  of  the 
Society  of  Chemical  Industry  and  the  Cardiff  Section  of  the 
Institute  of  Chemistry,  on  March  8,  Mr.  A.  L.  Bacharach  (secretary 
nutrition  panel)  gave  a  lecture  on  "Links  in  Nutrition." 

Chemist's  Son  in  "  Domala  "  Sinking. — After  being  eight 
years  retired,  Dr.  James  McGlashan,  son  of  the  late  Mr.  James 
McGlashan,  chemist  and  druggist,  Airlie  Street,  Alyth,  Perthshire, 
signed  on  at  seventy-five  years  of  age  as  ship's  surgeon  of  the 
"Domala,"  and  was  amongst  those  who  perished  when  the  ship 
was  sunk  recently. 

City  of  London  Pharmaceutical  Appointment. — Mr.  James 
Coutts,  Ph.D.,  Ph.C,  F.R.S.E.,  has  been  appointed  honorary 
consulting  pharmacist  to  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  London 
for  air-raid  precautions  purposes,  and  has  been  invited  to  visit 
first-aid  posts  in  the  City  and  advise  on  economical  and  efficient 
storage  of  medical  and  surgical  supphes. 

Doctors  and  Reserved  Occupations. — The  central  emergency 
committee  of  the  British  Medical  Association  has  unanimously 
recommended  the  Ministry  of  Labour  to  remove  members  of  the 
medical  profession  from  the  list  of  reserved  occupations.  It  is 
felt  that  the  position  would  be  fairer  if  medicine  were  withdrawn 
from  the  reserved  occupations  up  to  the  proclamation  age. 

Biochemistry  Lecture  at  Hull. — A  lecture  on  "  Bio-Synthesis 
of  the  Belladonna  Alkaloids"  was  given  to  the  Hull  Chemists' 
Association  and  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  on 
March  12,  by  Dr.  B.  T.  Cromwell.  The  speaker,  who  was  intro- 
duced by  the  president  (Mr.  E.  A.  Brocklehurst) ,  is  head  of  the 
department  of  biology,  Hull  University  College.  Thanks  were 
expressed  by  Messrs.  R.  L.  Stephens  and  L.  S.  Selle. 

Export  of  Goods  Order. — The  Export  of  Goods  (Control) 
(No.  8)  Order,  which  came  into  force  on  March  18,  includes  the 
following :  Licences  will  be  required  for  the  export  to  any 
destination  of  cadmium  mass  and  cadmium  sulphide ;  ethyl 
morrhuate  and  sodium  morrhuate ;  and  tar  oil  and  other  heavy 
coal  tar  oils ;  licences  will  be  longer  be  required  for  the  export 
of  graphite  and  ammonium  chloride  to  destinations  outside 
Europe.  Copies  may  be  obtained  from  H.M.  Stationery  Oiiice. 

Kent  County  Analyst's  Report.— Of  137  drug  samples 
examined  during  1939,  four  were  found  to  be  adulterated  and 
two  of  inferior  quality.  Special  attention  was  paid  to  stores 
selling  preparations  guaranteed  to  correspond  with  well-known 
proprietary  medicines  and  ointments.    In  one  instance  a  lung 


mixture  was  devoid  of  its  principal  active  ingredient ;  prosecution 
resulted  in  a  fine  of  £5.  Two  samples  of  sweet  spirit  of  nitre  showed 
evidence  of  deterioration,  and  one  linseed  sample  was  infested 
with  mites  and  evidently  drawn  from  old  stock.  A  sample  of 
crushed  linseed  contained  rather  more  mineral  matter  than  is 
permissible.  An  olive  oil  guaranteed  to  consist  of  pure  olive  oil 
was  found  to  consist  of  groundnut  oil.  The  vendor  produced  a 
warranty  that  showed  the  oil  to  have  been  sold  to  him  as  pure 
olive  oil  and  declared  that  he  had  no  reason  to  suppose  that  the 
warrantjr  was  inaccurate. 

Mr.  Deacon  in  Manchester. — A  meeting  of  the  Manchester 
Pharmaceutical  Association  and  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  was  held  on  March  13,  the  president  of  the  Association 
(Miss  i.  Roberts,  M.Sc.)  in  the  chair.  Mr.  W.  Deacon  (president 
of  the  Society),  speaking  on  "Pharmacy — The  Present  and  the 
Future,"  said  that  notwithstanding  the  war  the  pharmaceutical 
machine  was  running  extremely  well.  The  liaison  committee 
set  up  by  the  Society  and  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union 
had  led  to  closer  co-operation  between  the  two  bodies,  with 
beneficial  results  to  both.  One  unfortunate  reaction  to  the  war 
was  that  .some  chemists  in  evacuation  areas  had  been  badly  hit. 
If  the  Council  found  hardship  in  specific  cases  it  would  do  what 
it  could  to  find  a  solution  to  the  problem.  "Sir.  Deacon  was 
satisfied  the  future  had  much  in  store  for  pharmacy.  The  Council 
was  maintaining  pressure  on  the  War  Office  for  adequate  recogni- 
tion for  pharmacists  in  the  Army.  Mr.  Deacon  concluded  by 
appealing  for  support  for  the  Benevolent  Fund.  Mr.  J.  H. 
Franklin  proposed  a  vote  of  thanks. 

Additional  Import  Restrictions. — Under  the  Import  of  Goods 
(Prohibition)  (No.  8)  Order,  1940,  certain  goods  have  been  added 
to  the  classes  of  goods,  the  importation  of  which  is  prohibited 
except  under  licence  issued  by  the  Board  of  Trade.  The  Order 
will  come  into  force  on  March  25,  but  goods  of  kinds  added  to  the 
imports  prohibited  list  by  the  Order,  w-hich  are  proved  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Customs  authorities  to  have  been  dispatched  to 
the  United  Kingdom  before  that  date,  will  not  require  a  licence. 
Applications  for  import  licences  should  be  addressed  to  the 
Import  Licensing  Department,  25  Southampton  Buildings, 
Chancery  Lane,  London,  W.C.2.  The  following  goods  are 
included  in  the  Order :  Cameras,  photographic,  and  parts 
thereof  (other  than  lenses)  and  accessories  therefor;  enlargers, 
photographic,  and  parts  thereof  (other  than  lenses)  and  acces- 
sories therefor;  lanterns,  optical,  including  epidiascopes  and 
episcopes,  and  parts  thereof  other  than  lenses ;  unexposed  sensi- 
tised photographic  paper, 
cloth,  plates  and  film  (ex- 
cluding cinematograph  film 
of  standard  width  of  if 
inches,  x-ray  plates  and  x- 
ray  film) ,  spools  therefor  and 
parts  of  such  spools ;  bro- 
mine and  inorganic  bromides. 
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Newtownards  Chemists'  Houi'S. — Mr.  J.  Martin  Foots,  Ph.C, 
presided  at  a  meeting  of  the  Newtownards  Chamber  of  Trade 
on  March  ii,  at  which  it  was  decided  to  recommend  to  chemists 
closing  hours  as  follows  :  Saturdays,  9  p.m. ;  other  days,  6.30  p.m. 

I.D.A.  Advises  About  Price  Increases. — Mr.  P.  F.  McGrath 
(president)  was  in  the  chair  at  a  committee  meeting  of  the  Irish 

Drug  Association  on  March  4. 
The  committee  decided  that  the 
terms  of  insurance  for  third 
party  and  professional  indemnity 
quoted  by  Coyle  &  Co.,  Brokers, 
Ltd.,  7  Anglesea  Street,  Dublin, 
were  the  most  satisfactory  of 
those  received.  The  rate  of 
premium  is  £z  to  cover  ;^5,ooo. 
Members  who  were  previously 
covered  by  the  Irish  National 
Assurance  Co.  were  recom- 
mended to  avail  themselves  of 
the  terms  now  offered  by  Messrs. 
Coyle  as  soon  as  their  premiums 
are  dueforrenewal.  Theorganiser 
(Mr.  Brendan  Smith)  should,  it 
was  urged,  be  consulted  in  all 
matters  relating  to  this  insur- 
ance. Members  were  requested 
to  give  their  views  on  a  letter 
received  from  the  chemists' 
branch  of  the  Irish  Union  of  Distributive  Workers  and  Clerks. 
The  attention  of  members  was  drawn  to  the  large  number  of  price 
increases  that  had  occurred  during  the  last  six  months.  Greater 
care  was  urged  in  regard  to  retail  prices,  particularly  in  cal- 
culating the  charge  for  a  prescription.  Stereotyped  mixtures 
which  previously  cost  little  were,  it  was  stated,  still  being 
dispensed  at  their  old  prices,  though  costs  had  risen  almost  to 
the  previous  retail  price.  The  safest  guide  in  all  instances  was 
the  Association's  price  list.  Members  who  have  not  paid  their 
subscription  of  £2  is.,  due  in  January,  are  reminded  that  they 
should  do  so  at  once,  as  the  new  price  list  is  now  available.

Dispute  Settled. — After  a  sitting  that  lasted  four  hours,  tlie 
workers'  representatives  in  the  Dublin  wages  dispute  agreed  on 
March  13  to  accept  the  employers'  original  offer.  The  conference 
with  representatives  of  the  Wholesale  Section  of  the  Irish  Drug 
Association  took  place  at  the  Department  of  Industry  and 
Commerce.  The  terms  were  a  4s.  increase  in  the  weekly  wages  of 
all  male  workers  over  twenty-one  years,  and  a  2S.  increase  for  all 
women  workers  and  male  workers  under  twenty-one  years,  to 
be  paid  as  from  the  date  of  offer.  The  meeting  was  presided  over 
by  an  official  of  the  Department ;  the  I.D.A.  Wholesale  Section 
was  represented  by  Messrs.  A.  D.  Davidson,  P.  C.  Cahill,  and 
R.  J.  Kidney.  Mr.  A.  A.  Brunker  (president,  Dublin  Chamber 
of  Commerce)  was  also  present. 

Exports  to  Eire — War  Risks  Insurance. — The  Eire  Revenue 
Commissioners  have  given  notice  of  an  additional  requirement 
in  connexion  with  the  importation  into  Eire  of  goods  subject  to 
ad  valorem  duties.  This  provides  that  all  for  such  goods  exported 
to  Eire,  an  indication  must  be  given  on  senders'  invoices  whether 
or  not  the  goods  have  been  insured  against  war  risks  and,  if 
so.  the  amount  of  such  insurance.  Whilst  it  is  appreciated  that 
under  the  existing  arrangements  senders  of  goods  liable  to  ad 
valoreiii  duties  are  required  to  furnish  a  certificate  that  insurance 
is,  or  is  not,  included  in  the  charges  shown  upon  their  invoices, 
it  should  be  understood  that  a  separate  and  specific  declaration 
is  now  required  in  respect  of  war  risk  insurance.  To  meet  this 
additional  requirement  it  is  desired  that,  in  addition  to  the 
declaration  already  given  on  senders'  invoices,  a  separate 
certificate  in  the  following  terms  should  be  incorporated ; — 

(a)  Where  war  risk  insurance  has  been  effected:  "Those 
charges  include  /  s.  d.  (amount)  for  war  risk  insurance." 

(b)  Where  no  war  risk  insurance  has  been  effected:  "No 
war  risk  insurance  has  been  effected  on  this  consignment." 

The  Railway  Clearing  House  state  that  in  the  event  of  invoices 
showing  that  no  war  risk  insurance  has  been  effected  by  the 
senders,  the  railway  and  shipping  companies  will  be  required 
by  the  Eire  Customs,  before  clearance  of  the  goods  can  be  per- 
mitted, to  communicate  with  the  consignees  to  ascertain  whether 
such  insurance  has  been  taken  out  in  Eire,  and  this  procedure 
must  necessarily  result  in  delay  to  the  traffic. 


TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 


Preservatives  in  Pharmacy 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  article  on  pp.  206-7  ori  "Phar- 
maceutical Preservatives"  will  be  carefully  read  and  noted  for 
reference  by  everyone  in  retail  business.  Attendance  at  lectures 
on  sterilisation  may  leave  the  average  hearer  with  the  impression 
that  adequate  sterilisation  is  important  in  hospital  practice  but 
of  less  importance  in  the  daily  work  of  a  pharmacy.  In  your 
article,  however,  the  application  of  the  principles  of  sterilisation 
to  infusions,  syrups,  toilet  preparations  and  so  forth  is  clearly 
indicated.  I  have  seen  solutions  on  chemists'  shelves  showing 
evidence  of  contamination  by  bacteria  :  I  have  seen  medicaments 
in  the  houses  of  friends  which  had  obviously  been  kept  far  too 
long.  Para-hydroxybenzoic  acid  began  to  be  used  extensively, 
if  memory  serves,  about  twelve  years  ago ;  and  the  tabulated 
results  shown  on  p.  206  make  it  clear  that  its  esters  represent  a 
further  advance  in  the  use  of  relatively  harmless  substances  for 
inhibiting  the  growth  of  troublesome  micro-organisms.  It  may 
be  that  there  is  no  ideal  bacteriostat — just  as  there  is,  we  are 
told,  no  ideal  anresthetic  ;  but  the  search  for  one  is  worth  while. 

Possible  Restriction  of  Sugar 

The  choice  of  suitable  preservatives  in  specific  cases  has  a 
bearing  on  the  possibility  of  a  war-time  restriction  of  sugar, 
referred  to  in  a  statement  on  p.  xxxvii  of  your  Coloured  Supple- 
ment of  March  16.  If  this  restriction  is  decided  upon  by  the 
Government,  the  difficulty  consequent  on  holding  stocks  of 
preparations  that  rapidly  deteriorate  will  have  to  be  faced. 
On  opening  my  copy  of  the  War  Emergency  Formulary  of  1917, 
published  as  an  addendum  to  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex, 
I  find  on  the  first  page  the  following  note  under  the  directions 
for  preparing  an  ersatz  confection  of  senna:  "This  preparation 
should  be  stored  in  a  cool  place,  as  it  does  not  keep  so  well  as 
that  made  with  sugar."  As  most  pharmacists  who  had  experience 
of  the  latter  part  of  the  last  war  will  remember,  the  keeping 
properties  of  such  preparations  left  much  to  be  desired.  I  venture 


to  suggest  that  if  a  new  W.E.F.  is  projected,  the  inclusion  of  one 
or  more  of  the  new  preservatives  in  certain  otherwise  unsatis- 
factory formulas  should  be  .seriously  considered.  Is  there  any 
insuperable  objection  to  them? 

The  Perfumery  Industry 

Everyone  may  learn  something  from  your  last  week's  issue, 
an  issue  liberally  supplied  with  informative  articles  that  must, 
in  war-time  conditions,  have  caused  you  much  additional  work. 
I  was  attracted  by  many  facets  of  the  perfumery  industry  as 
there  set  forth — for  example,  by  the  editorial  statement  (p.  211) 
that  manufacturers  are  now  supplying  blended  perfumes  ready 
for  use  as  an  alternative  to  separate  ingredients.  This  may 
be  regarded  as  a  form  of  rationalisation  tending  to  rapid  and 
uniform  results.  The  old  prejudice  against  the  use  of  cosmetics 
as  being  tainted  with  vulgarity  has,  so  far  as  my  observation 
goes,  virtually  died  out.  In  most  cases  they  are  used  with  dis- 
cretion, and  in  all  they  are  only  skin-deep.  It  is  on  record  in 
Fanny  Burney's  Diary  that  the  good-natured  Mrs.  Thrale,  the 
Streatham  hostess  of  Samuel  Johnson  and  his  circle,  used  so 
much  rouge  that  no  one  could  tell  if  she  ever  blushed.  The 
hostesses  of  today  know  better.  Thomas  Fuller,  whose  portrait 
appears  on  p.  213,  is  perhaps  best  remembered  as  the  author  of 
"Pharmacopoeia  Extemporanea, "  first  published  in  an  English 
version  in  1730.  This  book  has  a  place  of  its  own  in  my  memory 
by  reason  of  the  panegyric  on  "middling  ale"  with  which  he 
launches  his  first  formula  for  "  Antimonial  Ale."  He  writes: 
"Whatever  some  outlandish  Men  may  invidiously  say,  and  others 
as  rashly  believe,  middling  Ale,  brew'd  of  the  best  Malt,  boiled, 
fermented,  depurated  according  to  Art  .  .  .  such  Liquor  is 
the  most  comfortable  and  coveted  Drink  the  World  perhaps 
ever  yet  found  out,  to  pacify  the  loudest  of  Nature's  Cries.  .  .  ." 
Having  unburdened  himself  in  this  vein  to  the  extent  of  three 
pages,  he  ends  with  an  apology  for  his  lengthy  digression, 
reaching  the  sensible  conclusion  "In  truth  the  Dieteticks  merit 
handling  anew."  Xrayser

The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical

MEDrCAL  ABSTRACTS 

Treatment  of  Eczema  with  Vitamin-B  Complex. — The  success- 
ful treatment  of  eczema  by  saturating  the  patient's  system  with 
vitamin-B  complex  is  reported  by  Kristensen  and  Vendel  ("Lan- 
cet," January  27,  1940,  p.  170).  In  typical  eczema  the  results 
have  been  .so  striking  that  it  suggests  the  disease  may  be  a  sign  of 
vitamin-B  complex  deficiency,  though  vitamin-B  therapy  is 
stated  to  have  no  such  specific  action  against  other  skin  diseases. 
The  authors  state  that  the  number  of  patients  treated  seems  to 
prove  that  practically  all  eczema  cases  can  be  cured  by  admin- 
istration of  the  complex.  Itching  disappears  in  a  few  days  and 
progress  is  even  and  rapid  until,  in  a  week  or  ten  days,  the  acute 
eczema  is  generally  healed.  Chronic  cases  are  noticeably  better 
in  one  to  two  weeks,  but  the  time  required  for  complete  healing 
varies.  Relapses  and  further  attacks  may  be  avoided  by  continu- 
ing the  treatment  with  smaller  dosage  than  w-as  used  for  cure. 
Discussing  the  particular  factor  of  the  vitamin-B  complex  thought 
to  be  responsible  for  the  cause  and  cure  of  eczema,  the  authors 
state  that,  although  this  factor  probably  resides  in  the  vitamin-B.^ 
complex,  they  have  produced  excellent  results  by  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  whole  vitamin. 

Sulphanilamide  in  Wound  Infections. — The  dosage  of  sul- 
phanilamide  in  the  prophylaxis  of  wound  infections  has  been 
investigated  by  Fuller  and  James  ("Lancet,"  March  16.  1940, 
p.  487).  Since  sulphanilamide  is  fairly  soluble  and  rapidly  excre- 
ted, and  since  under  war  conditions  it  may  not  always  be  possible 
to  give  doses  as  often  as  desirable,  an  attempt  was  made  to  obtain 
a  longer  effect  from  each  dose  by  using  specially  coated  sulphan- 
ilamide tablets.  Shellac  coating  and  keratin  coatings  were  tried, 
but  with  disappointing  results.  The  rates  of  excretion  showed 
a  definite  delay  in  absorption,  but  this  was  offset  by  lack  of  ab- 
sorption of  the  whole  tablet.  Conditions  were  found  to  varv  with 
each  person,  and  a  tablet  that  was  completely  absorbed  by  one 
person  was  only  partially  retained  by  another.  The  authors 
recommend  that  the  first  dose  of  sulphanilamide  should  be  1-5 
gm.,  given  in  solution  for  rapid  absorption,  and  that  the  succeed- 
ing 0-5  gm.  doses,  starting  two  hours  after  the  first  dose,  should  be 
given  every  four  hours  as  whole  tablets  to  prolong  the  effect.  The 
first  dose  should  be  given  as  soon  as  possible  after  wounding,  as 
the  gas-gangrene  organism  develops  quickly.  Because  of  possible 
subsequent  infection  by  hEemolytic  streptococci,  prophvlaxis 
should  be  continued  far  at  least  four  days.  The  danger  of  delav 
is  emphasised,  and  it  is  recommended  that,  if  several  hours  have 
elapsed  before  treatment  begins,  the  initial  doses  should  be 
increased.

character  is  an  emulsion  containing  54  per  cent,  of  water.  This 
last  feature  appears  to  be  of  twofold  advantage,  in  that  the  base 
should  not  resist  but  should  utilise  .serous  discharge  from  the 
.skin  and  also  allow  the  mixing  of  any  medicaments  that  may  be 
added  to  it,  with  this  serous  discharge.  Since,  also,  the  base  is 
already  in  the  form  of  an  emulsion,  it  is  readily  removed  from  the 
skin  by  gently  washing  with  soap  and  water.  Vigorous  wiping  or 
scrubbing  is  not  required,  and  it  should  be  noted  that  it  is  much 
easier  to  remove  than  ung.  simplex  B.P.  Messrs.  Woolley  inform 
us  that  samples  of  the  more  common  ointments  made  with  this 
base  appear  to  be  quite  satisfactory.  A  small  percentage  of 
preservative  is  added,  since  it  is  likely  that  a  cream  containing 
such  a  large  proportion  of  water  would  tend  to  develop  mould. 
Ointments  made  with  this  base  would  be  slightly  dearer  than  the 
ordinary  B.P.  ointments,  but  no  doubt  dermatologists  who  are 
interested  would  consider  that  the  advantages  of  such  ointments 
would  outweigh  the  disadvantage  of  slightly  increased  costs.

PARLIAMENTARY  NEWS 

Ministei  of  Labour  Considering  Shop  Hours. — In  reply  to  a 
question  by  Mr.  Kennedy  on  March  14,  the  Home  Secretary 
(Sir  John  Anderson)  said  the  general  question  of  regulation  of 
wages,  hours  and  conditions  of  employment  in  the  distributive 
trades  was  a  matter  which  the  Minister  of  Labour  was  considering 
in  consultation  with  organisations  representing  employers  and 
workpeople.  A  reply  on  similar  lines  was  given  to  a  question  put 
by  Mr.  Mathers  on  shop  hours  in  Scotland. 

Trade  Statistics  Not  to  be  Published. — When  Sir  G.  Micheson 
asked  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  on  March  14  whether, 
as  it  was  possible  for  Germany  to  deduce  with  considerable 
accuracy  the  volume  of  the  Country's  trade  in  various  commodities 
by  examination  of  the  trade  statistics  of  neutral  countries,  he 
would  consider  resumption  of  the  publication  of  fuller  details  in 
the  monthly  returns,  Major  Lloyd  George  replied  on  the 
Minister's  behalf  that  the  information  gained  from  neutral  sources 
enabled  Germany  to  obtain  only  a  partial  record  of  the 
Country's  trade  and  that  after  a  considerable  interval.  Adoption 
of  the  Member's  suggestion  would  be  of  assistance  to  the  enemy. 

■War  Risks  Insurance  Uncertainty. — The  Parliamentary 
Secretary  to  the  Board  of  Trade  (Major  Lloyd  George)  stated 
on  March  7  that  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  had  received 
no  general  complaints  of  uncertainty  felt  by  businesses  owing  to 
inability  to  forecast  even  for  relatively  short  periods  the  amount 
of  premiums  they  were  called  upon  to  pay  in  insuring  commod- 
ities against  war  risks.  The  rate  of  premium  for  the  commodity 
insurance  scheme  was  prescribed  for  successive  periods  of  three 
months  at  a  time,  and  was  last  announced  on  February  12  for 
the  period  of  three  months  to  June  2  at  the  same  rate  as  had 
been  in  force  for  the  previous  period.  Any  proposal  to  fix  the 
rate  for  a  longer  period  would  involve  undue  risk,  but  as  long  a 
notice  as  possible  would  be  given  of  the  rate  of  premium  for  the 
period  after  June  2. 

Employees'  Meals  Decision. — Sir  George  Broadbridge  asked 
the  Home  Secretary  on  March  7  whether  he  had  considered  the 
effect  of  a  judgment  recently  given  by  the  House  of  Lords  that 
the  practice,  laid  down  in  tlie  Memorandum  on  the  Truck  Acts, 
issued  by  the  Home  Office  in  June.  1937,  of  giving  cooked  food 
eaten  on  the  employer's  premises,  to  a  workman  in  part  payment 
of  his  labour  is  illegal,  and  what  steps  he  proposed  to  take  to 
protect  employers  who  acted  upon  this  instruction. 

Sir  J.  Anderson:  There  is  no  question  of  any  instruction 
having  been  issued  by  the  Home  Office  in  this  matter.  The 
Memorandum  referred  to  merely  set  out  the  law  as  it  stood  in  the 
light  of  judicial  decisions  prior  to  the  recent  judgment  in  the 
House  of  Lords.  The  practical  issues  raised  by  that  judgment 
are  of  a  very  complex  character.

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Italian  Mercury 

It  is  hardly  to  be  expected  that  the  owners  of  the 
Itahan  mercury  mines  will  welcome  the  issue  of  the  Decree 
published  in  Rome  at  the  end  of  last  month  authorising 
the  virtual  control  of  the  industry  and  imposing  substantial 
taxes  both  on  the  mined  ore  and  on  the  abstracted  and 
refined  mercury  metal.  A  translation  of  the  Decree  is 
published  on  p.  236  of  this  issue,  it  seems  that,  in  the 
first  place,  a  tax  of  50  lire  per  kilo  is  levied  on  the  mer- 
cury content  of  the  mined  ore  and,  further,  a  tax  of  2,000 
lire  is  impo.sed  on  each  flask  of  mercurv  of  34^  kilo ;  both 
taxes  are  payable  prior  to  the  removal  of  the  products,  in 
crude  or  refined  form,  from  the  mines.  The  owners  have 
made  exceedingly  handsome  profits  on  their  export  sales  of 
mercury  at  inflated  prices,  and  it  is  not  surprising  that  the 
Italian  government  has  decided  to  partake  of  the  harvest. 

These  impositions  will,  of  course,  substantially  increase 
the  sales  prices  of  mercury  in  Italy,  if  not  elsewhere.  Italian 
makers  of  mercurials  had  been  paying  approximately 
1,400  lire  (;^i8)  per  flask;  with  the  taxes,  the  price  would 
be  brought  up  to  about  ^^44  per  flask.  This  much  higher 
cost  of  raw  material  will  make  it  prohibitive  for  Italian 
makers  of  mercurials  to  continue  to  sell  their  products  on 
this  market  at  prices  well  belcjw  the  cost  of  home  manu- 
facturers, based  on  mercury  at  $207  {£^1  15s.)  per  flask. 
There  has  been  no  intimation  so  far  that  the  Italian  pro- 
ducers may  pass  at  least  a  part  of  these  production  taxes  on 
to  foreign  consumers  by  making  further  increases  in  world 
sales  prices,  but  provided  they  can  obtain  the  approval  of 
the  Spanish  mercury  interests,  there  is  nothing  to  stop 
them  doing  so.  As  the  taxes  are  imposed  for  a  minimum  of 
two  years  the  prospects  of  a  decline  in  metal  prices  seems 
rather  out  of  the  question.  The  position  should  be  realised 
by  the  Ministry  of  Supply,  which  now  appears  to  have  no 
grounds  for  continuing  to  restrict  controlled  sales  prices 
of  mercurials  at  a  level  that  certainly  shows  a  loss  to  the 
manufacturers. 

I'p  to  the  time  of  writing  there  has  been  no  news  from 
Spain  that  similar  production  taxes  are  to  be  imposed  on 
ore  and  mercury  mined  and  extracted  at  the  Almaden 
mines,  and  apparently  the  cartel — Mercurio  Europa — will 
continue  to  have  one  world  sales  price  for  the  metal,  irrespec- 
tive of  the  source  from  which  it  is  shipped. 


Health  of  Evacuated  School-children 

In  a  recent  letter  to  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  the  Minister  of  Health,  referring  to  medicines  for 
evacuated  children,  said  he  fully  realised  the  value  of  the 
pharmacists'  services  as  part  of  the  organisation  for  the 
medical  treatment  of  the  population,  and  he  undertook  to 
consult  their  representatives  concerning  any  similar  arrange- 
ments which  might  be  necessary  in  the  future.  A  circular 
has  recently  been  issued  by  the  Minister  of  Health  and  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Education  regarding  medical 
examination  of  children  to  be  evacuated  in  event  of  air  raids. 
Following  registration,  children  are  to  be  re-examined  and 
provision  made  for  remedial  treatment  of  anv  condition 
discovered  that  would  render  them  unsuitable  for  billet- 
ing on  private  householders.  Children  are  to  be  re- 
examined at  intervals  of  not  more  than  one  month,  and 
those  known  to  have  suffered  from  scabies  or  from  severe 
pediculosis  are  to  be  examined  at  more  frequent  intervals. 
The  children  are  also  to  be  examined  in  the  receiving  areas. 
The  services  of  health  visitors  of  welfare  authorities  are  to 
be  utilised  in  this  work,  and  where  necessary  additional 
medical  or  nursing  staff'  is  to  be  engaged  and  the  school 
medical  service  may  be  supplemented  with  the  per  sound 
of  the  public-health  service  under  the  control  of  the  billeting 
authority.  In  spite  of  the  terms  of  the  letter  referred  to 
above,  no  mention  is  made  of  an}-  capacit\'  in  which 
pharmacists  could  serve,  nor  as  to  whether  anv  of  the 
remedies  required  in  the  treatment  of  the  complaints 
referred  to  should  be  purchased  from  chemists. 

Indian  Drug  Bill,  1940 

The  curtain  at  last  seems  to  be  going  down  upon  the 
struggle  for  an  Indian  Drug  Act.  The  persistent  and 
patient  efforts  of  the  industry  sometime  ago  bore  fruit  in 
the  appointment  of  a  Drugs  Inquiry  Committee  and  had 
a  premature  outcome  in  the  shape  of  The  Drugs  Import 
Bill,  1938.  This  unsatisfactory  legislation  was  hastily 
withdrawn  in  face  of  strong  opposition.  The  further 
activities  of  the  pharmaceutical  industry  of  India  have 
recently  resulted  in  the  introduction  of  The  Drugs  Bill, 
1940,  which  is  definitely  an  advance  upon  its  predecessor, 
except  in  a  few  details.  When  the  preceding  Bill  was 
opposed,  one  of  the  main  defects  pointed  out  was  the 
absence  of  recognition  of  other  pharmacopoeias  besides 
the  British  Pharmacopoeia.  Not  a  little  of  the  Indian  drug 
trade  depends  upon  Continental,  Japanese  and  American 
sources,  whose  medicines  are  manufactured  according  to 
their  respective  pharmacopoeias  and  have  been  established 
in  the  Indian  market  for  many  years.  Rejection  of  the 
standards  of  these  countries  is  not  likely  to  be  viewed  with 
equanimity;  it  may  also  dislocate  to  some  extent  the 
Indian  drug  trade  also.  The  present  Bill  owes  its  inception 
entirely  to  the  voluntary  surrender,  by  the  provincial 
governments,  of  their  rights  exercisable  under  the  Govern- 
ment of  India  Act,  1935.  An  advisory  board  named  The 
Drugs  Technical  Advisor}^  Board  has  been  formed  to 
maintain  and  preserve  uniformity  of  action  all  over  India. 

The  formation  of  an  Advisor}-  Board  or  some  other  but 
similar  agency  is  the  prevailing  modus  operandi  in  most 
countries  where  such  legislation  is  in  force.  When  it  is 
recalled  that  the  Government  of  India  appointed  a  Drugs 
Inquiry  Committee  and  that  the  present  Bill  is  drawn  up 
practically  in  conformity  with  the  lines  suggested  by  that 
Committee,  and  Avhile  it  is  a  fact  that  the  present  Bill  does 
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not  concern  itself  merely  with  the  scientific  aspect  of  the 
drug  trade  but  is  designed  to  "regulate  import,  manufac- 
ture, distribution  and  sale  of  drugs,"  and  that  the  said 
Drugs  Inquiry  Committee  did  acknowledge  the  necessity 
and  recommended  co-operation  of  such  interests,  and, 
further,  that  it  went  forward  to  recommend  that  as  "The 
Advisory  Board  would  have  onerous  duties  to  perform  and 
should  be  an  efficient  body,  above  reproach  or  criticism  of 
any  kind,"  the  present  disregard  of  the  recommendations 
of  the  Committee  is  liable  to  be  misconstrued  very  seriously 
by  the  medical  profession  as  well  as  by  the  manufacturers 
and  dealers.  In  the  parallel  example  of  Great  Britain, 
conduct  of  similar  affairs  has  been  handed  over  to  The 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain.  So,  in  most 
Indian  provinces,  there  is  an  active  and  reputable  pharma- 
ceutical association.  These  associations  in  due  course  will 
have  to  be  entrusted  with  practical  management  of  their 
own  affairs,  as  regional  associations  are  too  cumbersome 


and  not  likely  to  prove  workable.  It  would  therefore  be  ii 
the  fitness  of  things  if  they  were  given  representation  am 
allowed  the  opportunity  to  prepare  themselves  for  th 
eventual  responsibilities  they  will  have  to  shoulder  if  thi 
evolution  of  pharmac}^  in  India  is  to  proceed  on  norma 
and  accepted  lines. 

Preserving  Eggs 

The  Ministrj'-  of  Food  has  issued  an  Order,  dated  March  i8 
appealing  to  housewives  to  purchase  additional  stocks  o 
eggs  and  to  preserve  them  for  future  use.  The  Order  indi 
cates  the  methods  of  preservation,  specifying  the  use  o: 
waterglass  (sodium  silicate)  and  lime  water,  and  state: 
that  these  products  "can  be  bought  at.  a.ny  chemist's.' 
Here  is  an  opportunity  for  the  pharmacist  to  support  th( 
Ministry's  appeal  and,  at  the  same  time,  to  do  some  addi 
tional  business.  A  little  suitable  publicity  in  the  windov 
is  all  that  is  necessary.

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LEGAL  REPORTS 

Medicines  Sold  by  Grocers. — The  Court  of  Appeal  (the  Master 
of  the  Rolls  and  Lords  Justices  Scott  and  Clauson)  on  March  i8 
dismissed  with  costs  the  appeal  of  the  Liverpool  Co-operative 
Society  from  the  judgment  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  of  the  Lan- 
caster Palatine  Court  sitting  at  Liverpool,  granting  to  Alt  Park 
Estates,  Ltd.,  Dale  Street,  Liverpool,  an  injunction  restraining 
the  Society  from  carrying  on  at  their  shop,  ii  Dover  Road, 
MaghuU,  any  trade  or  business  other  than  that  of  grocers  and 
provision  dealers,  but  not  so  as  to  prevent  them  selling  such 
greengroceries  and  confectionery  as  were  usually  sold  by  a  grocer 
and  provision  dealer  (C.      D.,  December  i6,  p.  541). 

The  Society  took  a  lease  of  a  shop  at  11  Dover  Road,  Maghull, 
which  was  one  of  thirteen  on  an  estate  developed  by  the  plaintiff 
company.  By  a  clause  in  the  lease  the  Society  covenanted 
"not  to  carry  on  any  trade  or  business  whatsoever  other  than 
that  of  grocers  and  provision  dealers,  provided  that  the  lessees 
shall  also  be  entitled  to  sell  such  greengroceries  and  confectionery 
as  are  usually  sold  by  grocers." 

In  alleged  breach  of  this  covenant  the  Society  sold  patent 
medicines  and  medicinal  preparations  and  toilet  requisites. 

The  Society,  by  their  defence,  claimed  that  such  articles  as 
mentioned  were  sold  in  the  ordinary  course  of  business  by 
grocers  and  provision  dealers.  They  denied  that  the  selling  of 
such  articles  constituted  the  trade  or  business  of  a  chemist  and 
druggist. 

Mr.  H.  Wynn  Parry,  K.C.,  and  Mr.  W.  Lyon  Blease  appeared 
for  the  Society;  and  Mr.  H.  B.  Vaisey,  K.C.,  and  Mr.  Edward 
Ackroyd  represented  the  company. 

After  hearing  Mr.  Wynn  Parry,  the  Master  of  the  Rolls  gave 
judgment.  He  said  the  appeal  was  quite  hopeless,  and  the 
judgment  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  was  perfectly  right.  The  trade 
of  a  grocer  and  provision  dealer  did  not,  in  the  ordinary  meaning 
of  the  Enghsh  language,  comprise  that  of  the  vending  of  patent 
medicines  and  medicinal  articles.  It  was  suggested  that,  because 
there  was  evidence  that  in  the  majority  of  grocers'  shops  in  that 
particular  area,  patent  medicines  were  commonly  sold,  that  was 
sufficient  within  the  meaning  of  this  covenant  to  extend  the 
ordinary  English  meaning  of  the  words  to  comprise  what  was  in 
itself  a  different  trade.  But  such  evidence,  said  the  Master  of 
the  Rolls,  was  totally  inadequate  to  show  that  the  trade  or 
business  of  a  grocer  included  that  of  seUing  articles  such  as  were 
mentioned  in  this  case. 

The  appeal  must  be  dismissed  with  costs. 

Pharmacy  Act  Prosecutions. — At  Wealdstone,  on  March  S, 
Edward  Willis  and  Gerda  M.  Willis,  trading  as  the  Panda  Drug 
Co.,  Northolt  Road,  South  Harrow,  were  summoned  for  the 
unauthorised  sale  of  a  proprietary  article  containing  a  poison 
in  a  container  not  properly  labelled.  Each  defendant  was  fined 
£2  los.  on  each  summons. 

For  supplying  strychnine  otherwise  than  as  an  ingredient  in 
a  medicine,  William  Wilson,  M.P.S.,  5  Darlington  Street,  Wigan, 
was  fined  £1  at  the  Wigan  Borough  Police  Court  on  March  14. 
It  was  stated  that  an  Inspector  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
examined  the  Poisons  Register  at  the  shop  and  one  entry  showed 
that  on  May  16,  1939,  ten  grains  of  strychnine  were  sold  to  a 
police  officer  who  desired  to  poi.son  a  cat.  The  rule  which 
defendant  had  contravened  came  into  force  on  May  i,  1936. 
For  the  defence  it  was  explained  that  as  only  one  such  sale 
had  been  made  at  the  shop  in  six  years,  the  rule  had  been 
■overlooked. 

At  Reading  Police  Court,  on  March  11,  R.  A.  Norris  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
King's  Road,  were  fined  £^  for  unlawful  use  of  the  title 
■"chemists"  on  posters  advertising  the  business.  Mr.  A.  C.  Castle, 
prosecuting  on  behalf  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  said  the 
summons  was  for  using  a  description  reasonably  calculated  to 
suggest  that  the  firm  or  someone  in  their  employ  possessed  a 
qualification  with  respect  to  the  dispensing,  sale  or  compounding 
of  drugs,  a  quahfication  which  they  did  not,  in  fact,  possess. 
The  company  sold  patent  medicines,  toilet  goods,  novelties  and 
various  articles  of  that  kind.  They  were  a  properly  registered 
company,  but  they  had  no  qualified  chemist  on  their  premises, 
though  their  shop  did  to  all  intents  and  purposes  resemble  one 
carried  on  by  a  qualified  chemist. 

At  Wigan  on  March  14,  Phillips  &  Son  (Chemists  & 
Opticians),  Ltd..  48  Wallgate,  were  fined  £15  for  unlawfully 
selling  by  retail  tincture  of  digitalis  and  tincture  of  strophanthus. 


respectively  (contained  in  a  dispensed  preparation),  the  sale 
not  being  effected  by  or  under  the  supervision  of  a  registered 
pharmacist.  On  a  second  summons  for  not  having  the  bottle 
in  which  the  dispensed  preparation  was  contained  properly 
labelled,  the  defendants  were  ordered  to  pay  costs.  Mr.  A.  C. 
Castle  stated  that  an  agent  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  visited 
defendants'  shop  at  105  Chapel  Lane,  and  presented  a  prescrip- 
tion to  the  young  lady  in  charge.  The  prescription  contained  the 
two  poisons  mentioned.  The  lady  in  charge  of  the  shop  was  not 
a  qualified  chemist.  The  label  on  the  bottle  bore  the  name  of  the 
firm,  but  not  the  address  of  the  actual  premises.  Miss  J.  Y. 
Yorston,  an  inspector  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  who  made 
out  the  prescription,  said  she  took  care  to  put  down  a  fatal  dose. 
For  the  defence  it  was  said  that  the  company  had  eight  branches, 
and  the  one  in  Chapel  Lane  was  the  smallest.  Little  dispensing 
was  done  there.  Three  qualified  managers  enlisted  in  the  Forces, 
and  left  at  a  moment's  notice,  and  on  that  account  adjustments 
had  to  be  made  as  a  temporary  expedient.  The  presence  of  an 
unqualified  as.sistant  in  charge  of  the  shop  was  merely  a 
temporary  expedient.

ITALIAN   MERCURY  CONTROL 

The  Italian  "Official  Gazette,"  February  26,  published  Royal 
Decree  22  (February  1940,  No.  57)  which  brings  about  the 
following  regulations  in  connexion  with  the  control  of  production 
of  and  trade  in  mercury  ores  and  derivatives,  and  also  the  crea- 
tion of  a  fiscal  tax  on  the  products  thereof : — 

Art.  I. — For  the  whole  of  the  duration  of  the  present  international 
situation  and  in  any  case  for  a  minimum  period  of  two  years,  the  pro- 
duction of  quicksilver,  from  the  moment  of  the  extraction  of  the  ore 
until  entry  into  consumption  of  the  quicksilver,  is  submitted  to  the 
special  supervision  of  the  Financial  Administration,  who  will  exercise 
such  supervision  through  the  Technical  Offices  of  Taxes  on  Manufac- 
tures with  the  co-operation  of  the  Royal  Overseer  of  Finance.  The 
guarantees  and  methods  for  the  exercise  of  this  supervision  will  be  fixed 
by  decree  of  the  Minister  of  Finance. 

Art.  2. — During  the  whole  period  in  which  the  regulations  of  the 
present  decree  are  valid,  it  is  forbidden  to  export  abroad  mercury  ore 
and  products  derived  therefrom  except  by  means  of  licences  to  be  ob- 
tained in  the  usual  manner,  taking  into  account  international  agree- 
ments. The  removal  of  quicksilver  and  quicksilver  ores  from  the  mines 
and  mining  estabhshments  for  the  internal  uses  permitted  by  law  is 
subject  to  the  special  control  which  will  be  established  by  the  decree 
referred  to  in  the  last  paragraph  of  Article  i. 

Art.  3. — A  fiscal  tax  is  instituted: — 

(a)  of  2,000  lire  per  bottle  of  quicksilver  of  34 J  kilos  net  weight ; 

(b)  of  50  lire  for  every  kilo  of  quicksilver  contained  in  the  ores 
extracted  by  the  mines  and  mining  establishments  in  accordance 
with  the  previous  articles. 

These  taxes  are  due  on  metallic  quicksilver  at  the  moment  of  pro- 
duction and  on  products  (b)  at  the  moment  of  their  extraction  from  the 
mines.  The  taxes  are  applicable  whatever  the  destination  of  the  pro- 
ducts and  the  use  to  which  they  may  be  put.  The  Minister  of  Finance 
is  authorised  to  alter  the  fiscal  taxes  as  established  above,  in  accordance 
with  changes  of  price  on  the  international  market,  the  possibilities  of 
national  production  and  the  demands  of  consumption,  after  having  heard 
if  need  be  the  recommendations  of  the  Commission  referred  to  in 
Article  7. 

Art.  4. — The  fixing  of  the  quantities  of  metallic  quicksilver  contained 
in  the  products  mentioned  under  letter  (6)  of  the  previous  article  will 
be  effected  from  time  to  time  by  the  chemical  laboratories  of  Customs 
and  Indirect  Taxes.  Eventual  disputes  in  this  connexion  will  be  subject 
to  the  usual  procedure  of  customs  controversies  and  settled  by  the 
competent  court  of  customs  experts. 

Art.  5. — The  producing  establishments  may  request  the  institution 
of  private  warehouses  assimilated  to  the  private  customs  depots  for  the 
storage  of  the  quicksilver  and  for  the  payment  of  the  fiscal  tax  at  the 
moment  of  removal  from  the  warehouse.  The  guarantee  to  be  given 
with  this  object  will  be  rated  at  2  per  cent,  of  the  tax  due  on  the  maxi- 
mum quantity  of  quicksilver  intended  to  be  held  in  the  warehouse. 

Art.  6. — Any  evasion  or  attempted  evasion,  by  any  means  whatso- 
ever, of  tax  assessment  or  payment  of  tax  is  punishable  by  a  fine  not 
less  than  double  and  not  niore  than  ten  times  the  amount  of  tax  evaded 
or  which  might  have  been  evaded.  Products  forming  the  object 
of  evasion  or  attempted  evasion,  as  well  as  the  means  used  to  commit 
the  fraud,  are  confiscated  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  customs 


law.  The  fine  is  applied  without  prejudice  to  other  penalties  sanctioned 
by  the  Penal  Code. 

Art.  7. — A  Commission  is  formed  at  the  Ministry  of  Finance  in  order 
to  follow  the  course  of  production  and  of  production  costs,  and  also  of 
the  market  prices  at  home  and  abroad  of  mercuriferous  products,  and 
to  make  to  the  Minister  of  Finance  proposals  for  the  modifications 
provided  for  in  the  last  paragraph  of  Article  3.  This  Commission  will  be 
composed  as  follows : — 

1.  Two  representatives  of  the  Ministry  of  Finance. 

2.  Two  representatives  of  the  Ministry  of  Corporations. 

3.  One  representative  of  the  Ministry  of  Exchange  and  Currency. 

4.  Three  representatives  of  the  categories  concerned  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Finance  Minister  on  the  proposal  of  the  Minister  for  Corpora- 
tions. 

The  Finance  Minister  will  lay  down  the  rules  for  the  working  of  this 
Commission. 

Art.  8. — Budgetary  modifications  rendered  necessary  through  the 
application  of  the  present  decree  are  authorised. 

The  decree  came  into  force  on  the  day  of  publication  in  the, 
"Oificial  Gazette."

Conditions  in  most  markets  during  the  past  week  have  Ijcen  rather 
quieter,  due  probably  to  the  impending  holidays.  The  general  tone, 
however,  remains  quite  steady.  In  Pharmaceutical  Chemicals 
there  is  little  to  comment  upon,  volume  of  trade  being  about  average. 

Crude  Drugs 

Business  in  these  products  has  been  quiet,  but  values  on  the  average 
have  been  maintained.  A  good  demand  is  reported  for  Agar,  with 
spot  material  still  in  short  supply.  Aloes  remains  firm,  with  good 
business  reported  on  spot.  Buchu  is  quiet  and  steady.  Rather  more 
demand  is  noticed  for  Cascara  sagrada.  Cascarilla  remains  short 
on  spot,  but  advices  from  origin  report  a  plentiful  supply,  freight 
being  the  only  difficulty.

Ergot  continues  very  firm  and  short 
on  spot ;  some  small  shipment  business  is  reported  in  Hungarian. 
Gum  acacia  is  reported  slightly  dearer  on  spot.  Honey  is  still  in  short 
supply,  with  prices  unchanged.  A  small  business  is  reported  in 
Japanese  Menthol,  and  a  good  demand  continues  for  the  Chinese. 
Rhi  barb  is  stOl  scarce  on  spot,  with  the  market  firm.  Wa.xes  are 
unchanged  in  price  and  the  demand  is  about  steady. 

Essential  Oils 

Trade  in  these  products  has  been  moderate,  with  stocks  of  most 
oils  on  the  small  side.  Spot  values  are  generally  well  maintained. 
Almond  remains  quiet  but  steady.  More  inquiry  is  reported  for 
Anise  (star)  with  the  spot  market  slightly  firmer.  Trade  in  Bois  de 
rose  is  small  and  prices  are  steady.  Cassia  continues  firm,  with  little 
available  on  spot.  Business  in  Lavender  has  been  slow',  values  re- 
maining steady.  Much  activity  has  been  shown  in  Lemon,  and  higher 
prices  are  recorded.  Lemongrass  is  dull  and  unchanged.  Mandarin, 
for  shipment,  is  slightly  dearer.  A  good  business  continues  in  Pepper- 
mint on  a  steady  market ;  Chinese  oil  continues  to  sell  well.

Council  Election 

Sir, — May  I  trespass  on  your  columns  to  urge  that  there  is 
no  special  reason  why  the  Council  election  should  fail  to  be  held 
this  year  as  usual.  The  suggestion  has  been  made  elsewhere  by  - 
certain  members  who  describe  themselves  as  "old  candidates" 
that  there  is  a  parallel  between  the  Council  elections  and  muni- 
cipal or  parliamentary  elections.  Since,  however,  the  majority 
of  pharmacists  are  still  at  their  posts  because  they  are  in  a 
"reserved"  occupation,  and  the  remainder,  sergeant-dispensers 
and  others,  can  easily  be  reached  as  usual  by  post,  there  is  no 
true  parallel.  The  expense  of  paper,  etc.,  would  be  more  than 
offset  by  the  more  efficient  administration  which  would  almost 
inevitably  result  from  the  replacement  by  younger  men  of  one 
or  two  of  the  elderly  Council  members  due  to  retire,  and 
these  "  old  candidates  "  who  have  for  years  been  making  demands 
on  the  time,  paper  and  energies  of  members,  in  futile  attempts 
(as  the  figures  show)  to  get  themselves  elected,  are  not,  perhaps, 
quite  so  magnanimous  as  might  appear  in  offering  to  withdraw 
their  nominations. — Yours  faithfully,

In  the  'Eighties 

Sir,— "Half  a  Century  Ago,"  by  Mr.  C.  E.  Dodsley  (C.  S-  D.. 
March  16,  p.  200),  must  prove  an  irresistible  "draw"  to  readers 
whose  length  of  days  approximates  to  his.  Some  of  his  experi- 
ences are  a  little  unusual.  If  the  popularity  of  the  "  huge  Italian  " 
marble  mortar  for  making  a  pill-mass  is  compared  with  that  of  1 
the  bell-metal  mortar,  the  latter  fifty  years  ago  was,  I  should  say, 
an  easy  winner.  It  was  less  troublesome  to  mount  securely, , and 
gave  more  scope  for  the  exertions  to  which  reluctant  apprentices 
were  often  exhorted.  The  marble  mortar,  however,  was  admirable 
for  making  large  quantities  of  ointment.  The  redness  of  raddle 
is  still  proverbial,  so  far  as  I  am  aware,  in  the  North  of  England  ; 
but  "Oxford  ochre"  defeats  me,  nor  does  the  faithful  Beasley 
(of  1861)  throw  any  light  on  it.  The  mineral  pigments  sold  as 
side-lines  may  have  been  of  some  value  to  the  student  in  leading 
him  to  explore  their  chemistry :  they  did  not  form  part  of  my 
e.xperience,  though  on  the  other  hand  the  sale  of  shellac  and  other 
ingredients  for  french  polish  was  steady.  A  few  pharmacists  of 
that  day  liked  to  make  their  own  black  and  red  inks,  the  latter 
being  in  some  cases  the  ordinary  liquor  cocci  cacti  of  the  shop. 
Your  contributor's  paragraph  on  studies  shows  what  could  be 
done  with  few  facilities  and  much  determination.

Profits  and  Prices 

Sir, — The  Order  from  the  Board  of  Trade  allowing  traders  to 
take  into  account  the  cost  of  goods  for  future  deliveries  when 
fixing  selling  prices  (C.  S'  D.,  March  16,  p.  212),  will  to  some 
extent  relieve  them  of  the  fear  of  facing  a  charge  of  profiteering 
when  they  have  to  advance  prices.  But  it  does  not  completely 
solve  the  problem,  because  the  Order  refers  only  to  goods  for 
which  an  order  has  been  placed,  or  which  are  "on  order  under 
contract  at  fixed  prices  for  future  delivery"  (C.  <&-  D.,  March  9. 
p.  177).  In  the  chemist's  business  it  is  not  usual  for  goods  to  be 
ordered  by  contract  in  this  way,  except  for  a  few  items  such  as 
glycerin,  malt  and  oil,  and  perhaps  some  dressings,  but  generally 
orders  are  sent  when  the  stock  is  low.  Other  factors  enter 
into  the  question,  such  as  sudden  changes  of  weather  or  epi- 
demics. These  conditions  cannot  be  foreseen,  and  even  if  the 
stock  in  hand  is  sufficient  to  meet  normal  requirements  orders 
for  replacement  cannot  be  given  beforehand  on  the  assumption 
that  such  an  occasion  may  arise.  When  a  chemist  learns  that  the 


wholesale  cost  of  some  article,  of  which  he  holds  a  considerable 
stock  has  advanced,  he  can,  it  is  stated,  choose  one  of  three  courses. 
In  normal  times  the  correct  method  is  to  follow  the  market 
whether  the  trend  is  upward  or  downward,  but  in  normal  times 
the  fluctuations  are  not  as  a  rule  severe.  In  war-time  the 
chemist  who  has  to  buy  at  the  advanced  price  hesitates  to  put  on 
the  usual  percentage  for  fear  of  the  reaction  of  his  customers. 
The  chemist  who  has  a  stock  in  hand  may  consider  he  should 
continue  to  sell  at  the  original  price,  but  this  is  not  really  fair  to 
others  who  have  had  to  buy  on  a  rising  market,  and  it  throws 
unjust  suspicion  on  the  latter.  To  get  rid  of  stock  by  a  special 
sale  seems  to  me  to  be  a  short-sighted  policy,  because  the  goods 
may  become  unobtainable,  as  happened  with  some  items  in  the 
last  war. — Yours  faithfully.

Rating  and  Assessments 

Sir, — The  question  of  local  public  expenditure  (C.  6-  D., 
March  16,  p.  198),  will  become  more  and  more  serious  as  the  war 
continues.  Unfortunately  for  those  who  live  in  evacuated  areas, 
these  are  just  the  districts  where,  by  reason  of  their  danger,  the 
expenses  of  the  air-raid  precautions  are  highe.st.  Owing  to  the 
decline  in  business  in  these  areas  many  shops  have  had  to  close 
and  the  premises  stand  empty — in  one  thoroughfare  I  pass 
through  twenty-four  shops  are  empty  in  a  distance  of  about  half  a 
mile.  Demands  for  economies  are  usually  met  by  the  response 
that  commitments  have  been  entered  into  and  must  be  kept,  and 
it  is  now  that  interest  on  loans  on  public  buildings  and  works  will 
be  felt.  Theoretically,  when  assessments  are  raised  all  round  the 
amount  of  the  rate  should  be  lowered  to  provide  the  same  total 
amount,  but  in  practice  this  is  never  the  case. — Yours  faithfully.

According  to  "Veterinary 
Counter  Practice,"  the  following  drench  is  recommended  for  the 
condition:  mag.  sulph.,  3  or  4  oz.,  pot.  nitrate,  2  gm.  combined 
with  one  drachm  doses  of  tinct.  aconiti  three  times  a  day  until 
the  bowels  have  been  acted  on.    Then,   potassium  nitrate, 
potassium  iodide  and  tinct.  colchici  may  be  given  twice  daily  to  i 
reduce  the  swelling.   The  local  symptoms  may  be  relieved  by 
fomentations  for  at  least  an  hour  with  hot  water  into  a  gallon 
of  which  should  be  poured  : —

A  FORMULA  FOR  PRICING  GOODS 


L  SUGGESTED  method  of  pricing  goods  in  a  manner 
\  consistent  with  the  spirit  of  the  Prices  of  Goods  Act  was 
recently  put  forward  by  a  committee  representing  the 
apers'  Chamber  of  Trade,  Multiple  Shops  Federation,  National 
Bociation  of  Outfitters,  National  Chamber  of  Trade,  National 
deration  of  Credit  Traders,  National  Federation  of  Grocers' 
i  Provision  Dealers'  Associations,  National  Federation  of 
nmongers,  and  the  Retail  Distributors'  Association.  The 
nmittee  considers  that  the  method  described  meets  the 
ictical  difficulties  involved  in  pricing  goods  within  the  terms 
the  Act,  and  it  is  understood  that  the  Central  Price  Regulation 
mmittee  will  not  challenge  the  general  application  of  the 
)posed  formula  in  present  circumstances,  though  reserving 
!  right  to  do  so  at  a  later  date  if  the  formula  produces  undue 
reases  in  prices  of  price-regulated  goods.  The  substance  of  the 
tement  is  given  below; — 

"  Price  Regulated  Goods."— Not  all  goods  sold  by  the  aver- 
e  retailer  come  within  the  scope  of  the  Act,  but  only  those 
lich  are  defined  as  "price-regulated"  in  the  Prices  of  Goods 
rice-Regulated  Goods)  (No.  i)  Order,  1939  (which  may  be 
tended  by  further  Orders).  A  way  of  calculating  the  prices  of 
ods  actually  covered  by  the  Act  is  suggested  ;  the  retailer  may 
;ally  continue  to  use  his  customary  methods  for  goods  outside 
s  scope  of  the  Act.  A  warning  is  given  against  confusing 
)rice-regulated  "  with  "price-maintained,"  the  latter  meaning 
ods  whose  retail  prices  are  fixed  by  the  manufacturer. 

"  Permitted  Increase." — For  goods  coming  within  its  scope, 
e  Act  takes  as  the  "basic  price"  for  a  particular  retailer  the 
ice  at  which  he  (or,  failing  him,  a  similar  retailer)  was  selling 
ose  or  similar  goods  on  August  21,  1939.  The  trader  today 
required  to  justify  any  increase  over  that  "  basic  price,"  and 
y  such  increase  must  be  "reasonably  justified"  in  view  of 
anges  in  (a)  the  cost  of  the  goods;  {b)  the  expenses  of  the 
isiness;  (c)  the  volume  of  business  over  which  the  expenses 
ve  to  be  spread.  The  "permitted  increase"  in  price  over 
igust  21,  1939,  must  be  justified  under  the  three  headings 
ken  together.  Net  profit,  as  distinct  from  expenses,  is  not 
entioned,  so  that  no  part  of  the  increase  in  price  can  represent 
ly  increase  in  net  profit  above  what  was  included  in  the  price 
1  .\ugust  21,  1939. 

Cost  of  Margin  of  Profit. — The  retail  selling  price  of  an  article 
composed  of  two  portions :  Cost  price  and  retail  margin  added 


to  it.  It  is  taken  for  granted  that  the  cost  of  an  article  is  known ; 
the  statement  deals  with  calculation  of  the  retail  margin  that 
may  be  added.  In  a  subsequent  document,  guidance  is  to  be 
given  on  determining  the  appropriate  cost  figure  for  goods  scat- 
tered over  several  consignments,  or  for  future  deliveries  that 
cost  more  than  the  existing  stock. 

Popular  Misconceptions. — Discussion  on  how  the  Act  limits 
the  retail  margin  on  "price-regulated  goods"  has  revolved 
around  two  questions  :  Does  the  Act  permit  traders  to  add  the 
same  percentage  margin  as  pre-war  to  an  increased  cost  figure  ? 
Secondly,  does  the  Act  mean  that  a  retailer  may  in  no  case 
add  more  than  the  same  money  margin  as  pre-war  to  the  present 
cost  price  ?  Neither  of  these  suppositions  is  correct. 

Expenses  and  Net  Profit. — After  meeting  the  cost  of  goods 
sold,  the  retailer's  takings  are  required  to  pay  his  expenses,  the 
balance  being  net  profit.  It  follows  that,  broadly  speaking,  the 
margin  on  any  particular  article  sold  is  a  contribution  partly  to 
expenses,  and  partly  to  net  profit.  The  Act  permits  of  a  larger 
retail  margin  if  necessary  to  provide  a  larger  contribution  to 
expenses,  but  not  to  provide  a  larger  contribution  to  net  profit. 
To  apply  the  same  percentage  margin  as  pre-war  to  a  higher 
cost  price  would  normally  mean  increasing  the  money  net  profit  on 
the  article,  which  is  not  permitted  by  the  Act.  To  apply  merely 
the  same  money  margins  as  pre-war  to  present  cost  figures  would 
in  general  mean  that  the  expense  contributions  involved  were 
not  now  sufficient  to  cover  the  expenses  of  the  business,  which 
the  Act  permits. 

Splitting  the  Retail  Margin. — The  argument  outlined 
suggests  that,  if  the  retail  margin  on  an  article  could  be  divided 
between  contribution  to  net  profit  and  contribution  to  expenses, 
a  method  of  pricing  within  the  terms  of  the  Act  could  be  devised 
that  treated  the  net  profit  contribution  as  a  fixed  money  amount 
but  the  expense  contribution  as  a  percentage.  The  committee 
has  devised  such  a  method.  The  procedure  has  two  aspects.  On 
the  one  hand,  there  is  the  main  task  of  pricing  the  individual 
article.  For  this  purpose  it  is  necessary,  on  the  other  hand, 
to  calculate  some  figures  relating  to  the  business  as  a  whole. 
In  each  calculation  account  must  be  taken  of  the  pre-war  as 
well  as  the  present  situation. 

Business  as  a  Whole,  Pre-war. — The  first  thing  the  head  of 
a  business  must  do  is  to  set  down  certain  general  figures  relating 
to  his  business  as  it  was  before  the  outbreak  of  war.  The  figures 
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should  refer  to  both  goods  covered  by  the  Act  and  goods  not  so 
covered.  They  should  be  representative  of  the  position  round 
about  August  21,  1939,  but  it  would  be  reasonable  to  use  figures 
for  the  last  completed  financial  year  or  half-year.  Providing 
that  it  is  not  so  short  as  to  be  unrepresentative,  the  length  of 
period  chosen  does  not  matter,  since  what  are  required  are 
percentage  ratios.  The  general  figures  required  for  the  pre-war 
period  are  as  follows  (an  imaginary  example  is  quoted  for 
illustration)  : —

From  these  figures  a  calculation  must  be  made  as  to  the  propor- 
tions in  which  the  total  gross  margin  of  the  business  was  divided 
between  expenses  and  net  profit  (5),  as  follows:  Pre-war  total 
net  profit,  £765  (4),  as  proportion  of  pre-war  total  gross  margin 

/4.47^  (2)  =  Qj-  say,  one-sixth. 

It  is  sufficient  to  take  a  convenient  approximate  figure  (one- 
sixth  in  the  example  quoted) .  The  remainder  of  the  gross  margin 
is,  of  course,  the  expense  proportion. 

Change  in  Expense  Ratio. — In  item  (3)  above,  the  pre-war 
total  expenses  of  the  business  were  calculated  as  a  percentage 
of  the  turnover  (25-2  per  cent,  in  the  example  quoted).  It  is  now 
necessary  to  discover  how  this  expense  percentage  has  changed. 
This  is  more  difficult.  It  cannot  be  based  on  audited  figures,  but 
must  be  estimated,  to  the  best  of  the  trader's  ability,  in  the  light 
of  actual  experience.  The  estimates  may  relate  to  a  half-year, 
year,  or  other  convenient  period.  If  present  trading  conditions 
are  uncertain,  the  best  possible  estimate  must  be  made  for  the 
time  being,  and  it  can  be  reviewed  after,  say,  six  months.  The 
figures  required  for  the  present  period  are  as  follows  :  (6)  Present 
estimated  total  sales  or  turnover,  ;^22,o83  ;  (7)  present  estimated 
total  expenses,  £^,8^8,  or  22-0  per  cent.  Finally,  one  must 
calculate  the  change  in  the  expense  percentage  of  the  business, 
as  follows :  (8)  Difference  between  present  22-0  per  cent,  (7)  and 
pre-war  25-2  per  cent.  (3)  minus  i-2  expense  percentage,  or  say, 
minus  3  per  cent.  This  figure  may  be  taken  to  the  nearest  whole 
number  (in  the  example  quoted,  a  reduction  of  3  per  cent.). 

Individual  Article,  Pre-war. — Given  thefigures  for  the  business 
as  a  whole,  the  selling  price  of  an  individual  "price-regulated" 
article  is  calculated.  The  first  step  is  to  discover  the  cost  and  sell- 


ing prices  of  that  or  a  similar  article  on  August  21,  1939.  In  mi 
instances  it  will  be  impossible  to  find  an  identical  article,  and 
prices  of  a  closely  similar  article  will  have  to  be  used.  The  cho 
■  will  frequently  be  a  matter  of  opinion,  but  the  best  possible  chd 
should  be  made.  The  following  figures  should  then  be  set  do 
(an  imaginary  example  is  again  quoted)  ;  (9)  Pre-war  selling  pri 
7s.  I  id.  minus  (10)  pre-war  cost  price,  5s.  9d.  equals  (11)  pre-\ 
margin,  2s.  2d.  It  is  assumed  that  the  pre-war  margin  on  evi 
article  was  divided  between  net  profit  contribution  and  expe 
contribution  in  the  same  proportion  as  was  the  total  gross  mar 
of  the  whole  business.  The  next  stage  (continuing  with 
imaginary  examples)  (12)  is:  One-sixth  of  pre-war  margin  (i 
2S.  2d.,  being  "net  profit  margin,"  4d.  The  above  is  taken 
the  nearest  penny,  which  is  sufficiently  accurate.  The  remaini 
or  expense  portion,  of  the  pre-war  margin  (is.  lod.  in  the  exam> 
quoted)  is  converted  into  a  percentage  of  the  pre-war  sell 
price,  as  follows;  (13)  Remainder  of  pre-war  margin  (is.  10 
as  per  cent,  of  pre-war  selling  price  (9),  7s.  iid.,  being  "pre-v 
expense  percentage,"  23  per  cent.  This  percentage  may  reasi] 
ably  be  calculated  to  the  nearest  whole  number. 

Adjusting  the  Expense  Percentage. — It  is  now  necessary 
adjust  the  "pre-war  expense  percentage"  (13)  for  the  article 
question,  in  order  to  take  account  of  any  changes  in  the  expei 
experience  of  the  business.  If  the  expense  ratio  of  the  whi 
business  is  unchanged,  then  there  is  no  need  to  adjust  the  p 
centage  for  an  individual  article.  An  increase  in  the  expei 
ratio  of  the  business  requires  a  larger  expense  percentage  ; 
each  individual  article,  and  vice  versa.  In  the  example  quoti 
each  individual  expense  percentage  must  be  reduced  by  3  j 
cent.,  as  follows:  (14)  Subtract  3  per  cent,  from  pre-war  expei 
percentage  (13),  23  per  cent,  giving  "  current  expense  percentag( 
20  per  cent.  The  example  quoted  happens  to  work  out  at 
easily  calculable  figure ;  in  practice,  an  odd  percentage  n 
emerge  which  it  will  be  reasonable  to  approximate  for  worki 
purposes  to  a  close  convenient  figure,  providing  that  it  is  with: 
say,  I  J:  per  cent,  of  the  actual  percentage. 

Calculating  the  Present  Margin. — The  final  task  of  pricing  t 
article  today  may  now  be  proceeded  with.  We  start  with 
present  cost  price.  To  this  is  added  the  "net  profit  margiii 
given  by  item  (12).  Over  and  above  this  is  added  an  "expen 
margin"  to  give  a  percentage  on  returns  (i.e.  on  the  final  selH: 
price),  equal  to  the  "current  expense  percentage"  given  li 
item  (14).  The  three  stages  may  be  set  out  as  follows:  '1 
(15)  present  cost  price,  7s.  2d.,  add  (16)  "net  profit  margin"  4 
(12),  7s.  6d.,  equals  (17)  selling  price  to  give  margin  on  retur 
of  20  per  cent.  (14)  above  7s.  6d.  (16),  9s.  4|d.  The  final  figu 
may  reasonably  be  smoothed  to  a  convenient  suitable  sellii 
price  (in  the  example  quoted  to  9s.  3d.  or  9s.  6d.).  The  examf 
is  set  out  in  tabular  form  below,  together  with  supplementa 
examples.
